Responsive to the Restriction Requirement dated September 28, 2005, Applicants elect, 
with traverse, Group I "drawn to compound of formula I, wherein n=1, namely pyrrolidine, classified 
in class 546, subclass 567, 570, class 514, subclasses 423, 428, and other classes and subclasses 
depending upon the choice of G and other heterocyclic cores embraced in the claims." (September 
28, 2005 Restriction Requirement, page 2). 

Applicants respectfully traverse the requirement for an Election on the grounds that the 
reasons stated by the Examiner do not support his contention that separate searches would be . 
required during the examination of the present application. One of skill in the art at the time of the 
application would have readily discerned that when variable n is either 1 or 2 the claims of the 
present application cover small, heterocyclic compounds useful as therapeutics. Applicants do not 



believe that a serious burden would be imposed upon the Examiner to search the Applicants' 
claimed genus of compounds.
